A MAN who was stabbed to 
death at his home in Hale¬ 
sowen has been named 
locally as David Carpenter. 

Police launched a murder 
investigation after Mr Car¬ 
penter, who is in his 40s, 
was stabbed during a dis¬ 
turbance at his home in 
Graham Road on Sunday 
night. 

Police said they arrived 
at about 9pm to find the 
door forced open and Mr 
Carpenter collapsed inside. 

Despite efforts to revive 
him, he was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Neighbours said he lived 
at the house with his wife 
and 13-year-old daughter. 

The house remains cor¬ 
doned off with police tape. 

At the time of going to 
press a 49-year-old man 
arrested on suspicion of 
murder was in custody. 

Another man, aged 28, 
arrested on suspicion of 
using violence to secure 
entry to premises, has been 
released on bail. 

Halesowen sector police 
Inspector Dez Lambert 
said: “We have police guard¬ 
ing the house and have offi¬ 
cers patrolling the area.” 

A neighbour, who did not 
wish to be named, said: 
“We’re all shocked by what 
happened, nothing like this 
happens round here.”

PATIENTS attending the accident and emergency depart¬ 
ment at Russells Hall Hospital when they do not need to 
will be sent elsewhere for treatment under a new scheme, 
health bosses have revealed. 


The two-month trial will see patients at the Dudley hospital being sent 
back to their GP or pharmacist if it is decided their problem is not seri¬ 
ous enough for the A&E department. 

The move follows the revelation that up to 12 per cent of patients attending A&E did not need 
hospital treatment and that high demand has forced the hospital to seek extra staff.

DUDLEY health bosses have revealed they 
recruiting more nurses as patient numbers 
surge and ambulance crews struggle to meet 
their A&E turnaround targets. 

Latest figures showed ambulance crews 
serving Russells Hall Hospital were failing 
their 30 minute turnaround target, leaving 
fewer ambulances available for emergen¬ 
cies. 

The ambulance service or hospital can 
now be fined if handover times breach the 
30-minute guideline. 

November figures showed that Russells 
Hall Hospital in Dudley had the second- 
worst performance behind Birmingham’s 
Heartlands Hospital, with crews taking an 
average of 35.5 minutes. 

In response, health chiefs have said they 
have had extra nurses on duty in the hospi¬ 
tal’s A&E department and are recruiting 
five nurses to move patients through the 
system more quickly. 

Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust 
chief executive Paula Clark said: “We are 
committed to ensuring patients who arrive 
by ambulance at our A&E Department are 
transferred as quickly and efficiently as pos¬ 
sible by a dedicated ambulance triage nurse. 

“However, the volume of ambulances 
arriving at Russells Hall Hospital has 
increased and the pattern of their arrival 
can sometimes be very challenging.” 


“Patients who attend with minor illnesses 
prevent doctors and nurses from seeing those 
patients most in need.” 

Under the pilot scheme, senior nurses will 
assess patients on arrival at A&E to decide 
whether they need urgent treatment. 

If not, between 7.30am - 11.30am patients 
will be redirected to the most appropriate 
health professional - this could be a GP or 
pharmacist- or given advice about how to look 
after themselves. The team will make sure 
patients have an appointment where neces¬ 
sary before they leave. 

Repeatedly 

Dudley GP, Dr Steve Mann said: “Some 
patients visit the Accident & Emergency 
Department repeatedly with the same symp¬ 
toms, which do not need hospital treatment. 
These patients could have received assess¬ 
ment and reassurance from their GP or an 
alternative service in the borough. 

“Patients tell us they go to A&E, even when 
they know they shouldn’t, because they think 
they might not be able to get a GP appoint¬ 
ment, they want a second opinion, or they 
want a prescription instead of buying medi¬ 
cine. 

“These are not valid reasons and they are 
wasting their time sitting in a hospital waiting 
room when they could be treated more quickly 
and conveniently elsewhere.” 

The trial comes almost two months after 
doctors took to the internet to give a real-time 
snapshot of the cases seen in the A&E depart¬ 
ment, live tweeting during the day. 

It was part of a campaign aimed at reduci 
the number of people unnecessarily going to 
hospital for treatment. 

At the time Dr Rajan Paw said patients had 
come to A&E with sore throats and headaches.

Cabbies 
unhappy 
at plan for 
fees rise 

THE annual fees taxi dri¬ 
vers pay for licences in Dud¬ 
ley could rise by up to five 
per cent - sparking calls for 
a rethink by cabbies. 

Dudley Council is looking 
to increase the costs of 
applying for and renewing 
licences from April. A rise of 
two per cent has been 
included in the 2013/14 bud¬ 
get but a higher increase of 
up to five per cent could be 
approved. Dudley Private 
Hire and Taxi Association is 
now urging Dudley Council 
to reconsider the price hike 
and freeze charges instead. 

Under the plans the cost 
of a private hire licence will 
go up from £221.87 to 
£226.31 if a two-per-cent 
rise is approved. If a five per 
cent increase is approved it 
would take the fee to 
£232.96. 

Chairman Shaz Saleem, 
who represents 15 compa¬ 
nies, said many drivers were 
already struggling to make a 
living and support their fam¬ 
ilies because of soaring 
petrol and insurance costs. 

He also said drivers 
wanted to keep fares low for 
their customers because of 
the tough economic climate. 

“We are just trying to 
make a living and it’s not an 
easy job. We work all hours 
and there can be some risks. 
We are doing our best to 
keep our prices as low as pos¬ 
sible. 

“We would just like the 
council to consider support¬ 
ing us by agreeing to freeze 
the fees for 12 months.”

Extension 
for dentist's 
surgery has 
green light 

PLANS to extend a dental 
surgery have been approved. 
Oakleigh Dental Practice in 
Spies Lane, Halesowen, 
applied for a single-storey 
front extension and two- 
storey rear extension.

At a hearing last week a 
district court judge ordered 
the entire 41 tons of chicken 
must be destroyed. 

At Dudley Magistrates’ 
Court, Richard Essex, for 
Dudley Council, revealed 
just how bad the situation 
could have been. 

He said: “Finnish author¬ 
ities have reported a nasty 
outbreak in the country and 
tests show the chicken was 
from the same batch.” 

The frozen cooked chick¬ 
en, worth £104,000, had 
been produced in China and 
imported into the UK by 
food brokers Food-Bridge, 
based in Ireland. 

It was being kept in a 
cold-store in Dudley and was 
bound for the catering trade. 

Its movement was stopped 
after council officers were 
tipped off by Irish authori¬ 
ties. 

Swift 

They tested the first 
batch, finding 75 per cent of 
it contaminated, and tested 
the second batch finding sal¬ 
monella in two samples. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: “The 
swift action taken by envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
has undoubtedly prevented 
a potentially serious food 
poisoning outbreak.” 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler ordered the con¬ 
taminated chicken be 
destroyed. He also awarded 
the council £2,440 in costs. 

Mr Essex said: “There 
was no blame attached to 
those importing the food. 

“They just happened to be 
the unfortunate recipient of 
this chicken and they 
weren’t the first.”

Number 
of attacks 
on medics 
show fall 

FEWER ambulance staff are 
being assaulted at work, lat¬ 
est figures claim. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service recorded 95 
assaults on its staff between 
April and October 2012 - an 
average of almost 14 each 
month. 

This was down from 142 
during the same period in 
the previous year. Chief 
executive Anthony Marsh 
said at the organisation’s 
board meeting the figures 
were a positive sign but the 
trust was not resting on its 
laurels. 

He added: “While the fig¬ 
ures have reduced we are 
not complacent and will con¬ 
tinue to do everything we 
can to protect our staff.” 

One of the reasons for the 
decline in the number of 
assaults on ambulance staff 
could be the conflict resolu¬ 
tion training introduced at 
the trust about three years 
ago, he said. 

Last year there were also 
186 reports of verbal abuse 
on staff and 201 “near miss” 
reports. This is when an 
ambulance worker fears an 
assault is imminent but it 
does not happen. These 
numbers compared to 302 
cases of verbal abuse and 
253 near misses in 2011.

Vice girl guilty of murdering businessman

A PROSTITUTE and he 
boyfriend have been found 
guilty of murdering a former 
Dudley businessman during a 
night-time raid on his home. 

Emma Bate and Paramjit 
Singh broke into Richard Sher- 
ratt’s flat in Bridgnorth in a 
midnight robbery set up by Bate 
to fund her drug addiction. 

During the break-in, Mr Sher- 
ratt, aged 57, who had lived in 
Kinver and Stourbridge, suf¬ 
fered a total of 38 injuries 
including five blows to the head, 


a stab wound to his arm and 
wounds on his face and neck. 

The property developer died 
within an hour of the attack and 
was found the next day semi- 
naked on his blood-stained bed. 

Police said he had been the 
victim of a “callous and brutal 
ordeal”. 

Hours after the murder Bate 
and Singh were filmed on CCTV 
embracing and apparently cele¬ 
brating. At Stafford Crown 
Court Bate, formerly of 
Cannock, was found guilty of the 


murder of Mr Sherratt in June 
last year. 

Bate, aged 26, of Gladstone 
Street, Birmingham, denied 
murder, but admitted robbing 
Mr Sherratt. 

Singh, 33, of Willmore Road, 
Birmingham, admitted murder¬ 
ing, robbing and defrauding Mr 
Sherratt. 

Bate put her head in her 
hands as the jury returned its 
verdict. As she was led away she 
looked and smirked at Mr Sher¬ 
ratt’s 24-year-old daughter 


Jennie, who had been a witness. 

Judge Simon Tonking said: “I 
am bound to be sentencing both 
these defendants to life impris¬ 
onment. ” They will be sentenced 
on March 1. 

A third person, Michael 
Smith, 51, of Horton Street, 
Tipton, drove the pair to and 
from Mr Sherratt’s home in Old 
School Mews. He denied robbery 
and was found not guilty. 

As the guilty verdict was read 
out Jennie had grasped hands 
with her brother Joseph, 28.

Tory leader steps down as

Councillor Jones said 
there were conflicting argu¬ 
ments within the group over 
their direction in the wake of 
crucial budget proposals by 
Labour, including a poten¬ 
tial council tax rise. 

“In recent months there 
has been a lot of noise from

servative group that I was 
failing in my role as leader,” 
he said. 

“It has impacted on the 
way that we fought the Wol¬ 
laston and Stourbridge 
Town by-election. Therefore 
I’ve taken my decision in the 
interests of party unity. 

“I had made by decision 
four or five weeks ago before 
the by-election and hadn’t 
wanted it to get in the way of 
the campaign,” he said. 

He refuted accusations 
that his leadership was 
failing, adding: “I think that 
I was an effective and hard 
working leader.

Churchwarden Bob 
Green, said: “The church 
is delighted that one of 
the oldest monuments in 
Kingswinford has been 
saved for future genera¬ 
tions.”

Free flu 
jabs still 
available 

FLU jabs are still available 
for elderly and ‘at risk’ 
patients, health experts say. 

Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group is urging 
people to take up the offer of 
being vaccinated. 

The free jab is offered 
every winter to everyone 
aged 65 and over, children 
and adults under 65 with 
certain medical conditions 
and all pregnant women. 

Doctors said while the 
majority of older people in 
Dudley have had flu vaccine, 
there are still some under 
65s with long-term condi¬ 
tions, such as heart or 
breathing problems, and 
pregnant women who have 
yet to have theirs. 

The vaccine takes around 
10 days to start working. 

Dr David Hegarty said: 
“Flu is much more serious 
than getting a cold, and the 
effects of seasonal flu are 
often underestimated. 

“Some people are more at 
risk from flu and need the 
vaccine because they are not 
able to fight off flu as easily 
as others. 

“For these people, flu can 
often result in more serious 
complications which require 
hospital treatment. It can 
even be fatal in some cases.” 

People should contact 
their GP if they think that 
they are eligible for the free 
flu jab.

is unveiled 

A £2.1 MILLION project to 
build apartments for adults 
with learning disabilities in 
Dudley has been unveiled. 

Council bosses have ear¬ 
marked land in Sedgley and 
Wollaston for the housing 
developments. 

The council is now apply¬ 
ing for £385,000 from the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency (HCA) to complete 
the cost of funding the 
schemes. 

It was revealed in a report 
by Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks and Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed. 

The authority wants to 
create six supported apart¬ 
ments, helping people with 
learning disabilities to live 
independently, and three 
general needs houses at The 
Walk, Sedgley. 

It is also proposing eight 
supported apartments in 
Norfolk Road, Wollaston. 

The report says: “There 
remains considerable 
demand for appropriate 
homes where people with 
learning disabilities can live 
independently with support. 

“The bid will provide addi¬ 
tional affordable housing, 
particularly in areas where 
there is a shortage of appro¬ 
priate dwellings. It will also 
contribute towards regener¬ 
ation and the use of infill 
land which is currently 
vacant.” 

Centre helps 
to raise cash 

WORKERS and shoppers at 
Dudley’s Merry Hill Centre

Workers in daily blitz to repair road damage 


ROAD workers are carrying out daily 
repairs in a blitz on potholes in the 
Dudley borough which have appeared 
during the freezing conditions which 
have swept across the region. 

The move comes as neighbouring coun¬ 
cils bring in extra teams to target 
damaged roads. 

There has been a nationwide problem 
with potholes after the recent snow and 
ice crippled the country over the last two 
weeks. 

Crews in Dudley are monitoring the 
condition of the borough’s streets and 


also responding to calls from the public 
and be able to carry out immediate 
repairs. 

Dudley’s transport councillor Judy 
Foster said: “Last year’s rainfall and the 
recent freezing temperatures and snow¬ 
fall have had a detrimental impact on the 
national highway network and we are 
continuing to assess its impact. 

Footpaths 

“We are currently carrying out daily 
repairs to carriageways and footpaths 
that are both part of our programmed 


works and following reports from the 
public.” 

Eighteen teams of workers, seven more 
than usual, are ready to tour Worcester¬ 
shire to find and fix any problems on the 
roads now milder conditions have 
returned. 

Officials say they will be able to tackle 
as many as 200 potholes each day should 
they need to. 

Only a few weeks ago it was announced 
that the road maintenance programme in 
the county would benefit from an extra 
£3.2million in funding from central Gov¬ 


ernment during the next two years. 

In Sandwell, four two-man squads are 
touring the borough to find the damaged 
roads, and are fixing them as soon as they 
are spotted.

Queuing cars 
are creating 
air pollution 

POLLUTION from queuing cars on roads 
in Dudley is still the main challenge to air 
quality in the borough, a new report 
claims. 

Officials say they are doing all they can 
to tackle the issue and have improved 
monitoring levels over the past 12 months. 

Air quality will be tested at the Burnt 
Tree junction, thanks to equipment 
funded by Tesco after it built its new 
superstore. 

The A491 through Amblecote, Wordsley 
and Kingswinford will continue to be a 
focus for checks. 

And a station near Windmill Hill and 
Colley Gate in Cradley is analysing air 
quality after the area was identified as a 
pollution hotspot. 

Councillors will debate the air quality 
report at Dudley Council’s environment 
scrutiny committee tonight. 

Environment director John Millar, in 
the report, said the authority is exceeding 
levels of nitrogen dioxide at a number of 
roadside locations in the borough. 

“The major source of pollution in these 
areas has been identified as road traffic,” 
he added. 

Improvements have been made in some 
areas and officials are also conducting an 
independent review of the council’s waste 
collection fleet to identify fuel savings and 
to minimise emissions.

“Staff sickness within the authority 
has also meant that it is only recently 
that all looked-after children and young 
people have been allocated a social 
worker.” 

Dudley has 256 approved foster carers 
with 565 children and young people in 
care across the borough. 

Councillor Crumpton said: “We are, in 
the round, pleased with the report and 
the praise from inspectors for our educa¬ 
tion standards and the positive relation¬ 
ships between young people and foster 
carers.”

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the worst for bedsores 


THE trust that runs Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital has been named the 
worst in the country for the number 
of bedsores reported by patients. 

New figures into the number of serious ‘unto¬ 
ward’ incidents in hospitals found 192 reports of 
patients suffering bedsores, a higher rate than 
at any other NHS trust. 

But hospital chiefs say the figures are due to 
a ‘zero tolerance’ approach to the problem 
which has seen a new thorough checking system 
introduced. 

Figures show that The Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust made 307 reports of serious 
untoward incidents in a year period from 
October 2011. Out of those reports, 192 were 
pressure sores. 

Trust chief executive Paula Clark said the 
thorough new system introduced in 2011 had 
partly resulted in the rise of reports of the condi¬ 
tion. 

She said: “Pressure ulcers do account for the 
majority of our serious untoward incidents 
because it is both a Dudley Group and national 
priority to reduce the number of pressure ulcers 
patient develop. 

“We introduced a rigorous new system of 
checking pressure ulcers in January 2011 and 
included both avoidable and unavoidable pres¬ 
sure ulcers in our numbers. 

“We expected to see a rise in the numbers of 
reported pressure ulcers by our nursing teams. 
Now that our reporting is so robust, and pres¬ 
sure ulcer management is to a high quality in 
every ward with every nurse, we are seeing the 
kinds of reduction we had hoped for.”

A PUBLIC consultation by Dudley 
Council asking if residents would 
accept a two per cent increase or 
above in council tax will cost tax¬ 
payers up to £8,700. 

Opposition councillors say big budget 
decisions may be taken before consultation- 
dubbed The Big Question - ends. The 
council say consultation will be paid for out 
of savings by axing payments made to coun¬ 
cillors on now defunct area committees.

Tory finance spokesman, Councillor 
David Blood, in a letter to the press, said it 
was “alarming” that the meeting was on 
February 12 but paperwork for it will have 
been prepared at least 10 working days 
prior. 

“It would appear this whole exercise has 
been ill-thought-out, a waste of many thou¬ 
sands of pounds of resident’s money and a 
complete sham,” he said. 

Council finance boss Councillor Pete 
Lowe said they had a firm commitment to 
carry out a meaningful consultation and 
results would help ensure decision making 
took into account views of the people.

Pair forged 
documents 


in £22,000

A COUPLE pocketed almost £22,000 in a 
“breathtaking” two-year benefits fraud at a 
string of different addresses and which 
involved forged documents, a court was told. 

Jade Brown, aged 25, and ■ bV John SCOtt 
26-year-old David Stone B J _ 


forged documents and 
repeatedly lied that they 
were not living together 
despite having two children, 
one of whom was born 
during the scam. 

They claimed housing and 
council tax relief, income 
support and job seekers 
allowance, even though he 
was in regular work, the 
court heard on Wednesday. 

In 2008 the couple, who 
had lived together since 
2006, moved from Henry 
Price House, Oldbury, to 
Wales after he got a new job, 
said prosecutor Mark 
Jackson. 

Brown and Stone, who 
was an assistant manager 
with Marriott Hotels in 
Swansea, continued the 
fraud following their move 
to a nearby house and per¬ 
sisted, following another job 
switch, when they moved to 
South Bank Road, Cradley 
Heath. They forged tenancy 
agreements to make it seem 
Brown was living alone and 
she said in a conversation 


with benefits staff she did 
not know Stone. 

Meanwhile, she had 
shown off their newborn 
daughter to his workmates 
and bragged on Facebook 
about them being engaged 
for years. 

She also told benefits offi¬ 
cers not to worry about state 
payouts covering only £100 
of their £150-a-week rent, 
because she would have no 
trouble making up the short¬ 
fall. 

Brown and Stone, who 
started work as a school 
caretaker after losing his 
hotel job following the dis¬ 
covery of the fiddle, admit¬ 
ted benefits fraud. Their 
home is now in Wells Road, 
Brierley Hill. 

Each was jailed for 12 
months but Brown’s sen¬ 
tence was suspended under 
supervision for 18 months, 
with 180 hours unpaid work, 
by Judge Michael Challinor, 
who told her: “The degree of 
deception used by both of 
you was breathtaking.”

Three days a week Mr Pardoe has 
woken up at 3am in time to get to the 
main milk depot in Wolverhampton 
before returning to Wollaston’s 
Kingsway estate where he delivers milk 
to about 250 customers. 

As many of them are elderly, he has 
always been happy to lend a helping hand 
or spend time having a chat, knowing he 
may be their only visitor that day. 

He said: “Many of my customers are in 
their 80s or 90s and you become more 
than just the milkman. 

“I’ve had one who couldn’t turn his 
heating on so I came in and helped with 
that and once we had a man who was 
unconscious on the floor and I was going 
to try and get in to help him but we had 
to call the ambulance and wait for them. ” 

Danger 

Mr Pardoe even witnessed a man with 
a gun in the area a few years ago, recalling 
being in his delivery van when the man 
lifted his gun up and fired three shots. 
The police were soon on the scene and Mr 
Pardoe said he was not in danger as it 
turned out to be a starter pistol but he 
said milkmen have been targets for vio¬ 
lence in the past. 

“I was in the milk float and I saw this 
man walk up to me. He fired the pistol 
three times and I saw blue flashes. I was 
so shocked about what had happened. 
The police closed the road off but they 
couldn’t find him.” When he left school, 
Mr Pardoe initially became a cabinet 
maker but struggled to make a living and 
found himself delivering milk. He said: “I 
love this job. I don’t mind the cold 
because I love the people and getting to 


know them.” During his career, he has 
seen many changes including the reduc¬ 
tion in the number of people having milk 
delivered. When he started it, he had 
almost 600 customers but the number 
has more than halved due to more people 
choosing to buy milk from supermarkets 
instead. But he said many, particularly 
his customers, still wanted their milk 
delivered as it meant they saw a friendly 
face. He said many enjoyed just having 
someone come to the door who was inter¬ 
ested in how they were doing. On his final 
day at work, Mr Pardoe, of Brambling 


Walk, Amblecote, was given cards and 
gifts from well-wishers. 

But there is one which has had taken 
pride of place on his mantelpiece - a milk 
bottle engraved especially for him by a 
grateful customer. It was created by 
Kevin Barry Crystal at a studio at the 
Ruskin Glass Centre in Wollaston. 

Mr Pardoe said: “It’s very unusual and 
has a tiny diamond embedded in the 
glass. It’s a very special gift.” 

Now he has started his retirement, he 
plans to spend more time with his wife 
June and their family.

Jobs will go as 
npower moves 

A MAJOR energy supplier’s decision to move its workforce 
out of the Dudley area will mean people losing their jobs. 

Npower announced last month it was to close its IT con¬ 
tact centre in Kingswinford as part of a review being carried 
out by parent company RWE. 

Last week, npower company secretary Guy Johnson met 
with Dudley South MP Chris Kelly after the MP voiced con¬ 
cerns over the firm’s High Street base, which employs 284 
people. Mr Kelly said he was told workers would be relo¬ 
cated and there would be some redundancies - but he was 
told it was too early to say how many jobs will be lost. 

Mr Kelly said: “I had a very good meeting with Mr John¬ 
son, it was full and frank. I put to him my concerns and was 
told the plan was to relocate workers to the company’s 
offices in Oldbury, that was the good news. The bad news 
was there will be some redundancies, he couldn’t say how 
many. 

“I asked about why the company was closing the office, 
and I was told it was down to the competitive nature of the 
energy supply market in this country.” 

Npower will be closing its offices by the end of this year 
and selling them. 

Mr Kelly said: “I still believe Kingswinford is an attrac¬ 
tive site for any business and I hope to see the offices 
bought up quickly.”

He was the son of the 
vicar of St Mary’s Church, the Rev Henry Francis Newbolt, 
and his second wife, Emily. 



Rowland Hill’s plaque Sir Rowland Hill 

Sir Rowland Hill is honoured with a plaque in Lichfield 
Street, Wolverhampton. Born in Kidderminster, he 
moved to Wolverhampton as a child. He campaigned 
for a comprehensive reform of the postal system, 
based on the concept of penny postage and prepay¬ 
ment and is regarded as the creator of the modern 
postal service. 


Benjamin Mander 


The Mander plaque Benjamin Mander 

Benjamin Mander, who was born in 1752 and died in 1819, 
founded a japanning and varnish manufacturing company 
with his brother John in 1773. The business became one 
of the leading varnish manufacturers. The company later 
built the Mander Centre, where his plaque is mounted and 
the family name is now inextricably linked to the city of 
Wolverhampton. 




Button Gwinnett 




Button Gwinnett lived in Wolverhampton and married 
his wife Ann at St Peter’s Church in the city in 1757. He 
later moved to America where he became involved in 
politics, and was one of the signatories of the US Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. His plaque can be seen in 
Exchange Street, Wolverhampton. 


Society that helps put 
local history on a plate 


SUHAIL Rana is a man with a 
lot on his plate at the 
moment. Or more precisely, 
that should be plates. 

As chairman of Wolverhampton 
Civic Society, he is the ultimate custo¬ 
dian of the 90 blue plaques which 
adorn various parts of the city, but his 
work is far from complete. 

“At the moment we have got around 
half a dozen plaques waiting to go up, 
one of them will be for the Rotary Club 
of Wolverhampton, that’s something 
in progress, which we are hoping to put 
up outside the Britannia Hotel.” 

It seems that while there is a ques¬ 
tion about the future of the original

blue-plaque scheme in London, 
Wolverhampton’s version of the 
project, launched by the society’s Rudi 
Herbert in 1983, is in rude health. 

Not only are there plenty of sponsors 
willing to stump up the £500 cost of 
having a plaque installed, the society 
has also secured funding for a mobile 
phone app, which will allow people to 
access detailed information about the 
plaques’ subjects as they walk around 
the town. 

“There are always quite a few calls 
for people to be honoured,” says Mr 
Rana. “The sponsorship usually 
comes from the families or companies 
concerned.” There are now around 90 


blue plaques dotted around Wolver¬ 
hampton which, outside Birmingham, 
is by far the most popular such scheme 
around the West Midlands. 

“I think the people of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton are very proud of their city,” says 
Mr Rana. “It had many famous facto¬ 
ries like Sunbeam, and people want to 
celebrate it. 

Express & Star founder Thomas 
Graham was the first man to be hon¬ 
oured in Wolverhampton, with his 
plaque on display outside the newspa¬ 
per’s offices in Queen Street. Other 
luminaries include industrialist Ben¬ 
jamin Mander, and Button Gwinnett 
who was one of the signatories on the 
US Declaration of Independence. 



Queen Victoria’s visit to Wolverhampton is remem¬ 
bered with this plaque on the side of the HSBC bank in 
Queen Square. The Queen came to the town in 1866 to 
unveil a statue built in memory of her husband Prince 
Albert. The landmark statue of Prince Albert on horse¬ 
back can still be seen in Queen Square in the city 
centre.

NHS 
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MP raises 
fears over 
figures on 
new homes 

AN MP has raised fears over 
house building proposals 
across the region after 
claiming 32,000 fewer 
homes will be built than had 
been planned. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin says the rate of house 
building is down eight per 
cent in the West Midlands 
after the government 
scrapped wide-scale plans. 

He says regional targets 
have been abolished with 
councils left to work on their 
own proposals. 

Mr Austin has written to 
Housing Minister Mark 
Prisk demanding the Gov¬ 
ernment take action to 
address the housing short¬ 
age in the West Midlands. 

Ministers scrapped home 
building targets in 2010 to 
give local authorities more 
power over planning deci¬ 
sions. However, Mr Austin 
said figures from the think 
tank Policy Exchange show 
across the UK 272,720 fewer 
houses will be built.

SOFTWARE designers have created a groundbreaking pro¬ 
gramme which is helping scrap dealers tackle the rising tide 
of metal thefts. 

It is hoped it will support scrap metal dealers after new 
rules were introduced by the Government banning cash 
transactions. 

Iceblue Marketing and Design in Cradley Heath has cre¬ 
ated the computer programme called Metal Track. They 
have already sealed more than 20 orders for the system 
from firms up and down the country, and bosses estimate 
the software is now helping to process around £3 million of 
transactions. 

The programme records personal details of dealers trying 
to sell scrap metal to firms, including photo identification 
and vehicle registration. 

Bosses at Brierley Hill firm Mason Metals are the latest 
to use the softeware. They demonstrated the innovative 
touchscreen technology to the Mayor of Dudley, Councillor 
Melvyn Mottram, during a tour of the site.

T he Oscars may be more in-your- 
face, but when it comes to 
understated glamour with a 
classy edge, the British Academy Film 
Awards - or Baftas, to you and us - 
win hands down.

Dunkirk’s aggressive, but 
effective, style had Tipton 
on the back foot early on, 
keeper Jack Hayfield twice 
starring with smart saves. 

After Nathan Waite and 
Danny Dubidat had made 
the home side somewhat 
more wary with good 
strikes, the visitors took a 
lOth-minute lead through 
influential skipper Tom 
Tonks. 

A splendid interception by 
Lewis Haycock in the 13th 
minute nullified a danger¬ 
ous break by Dunkirk’s Jack 
Hopper and shortly after¬ 
wards Will Coutts curled an 
effort over Hayfield’s cross¬ 
bar. 

Tipton’s cause was made 
far more difficult in the 61st 
minute when defender Paul 
Henley was red-carded for 
retaliation after being 
fouled by Bradley Wells. 

But they rocked the home 
side with a second goal three 
minutes later, Lewis 
Haycock’s speculative lob 
completely deceiving home 
keeper Daniel Dobbie. 

Dunkirk reduced the 
arrears in the 71st minute 
when substitute Alex Eliker 
drove his shot past the 
exposed Hayfield. 

Five minutes later, 
Dunkirk blew a great oppor¬ 
tunity to tie up the scores 
when Coutts blazed his shot 
over the top from close in. 

Dunkirk were now in full 
cry, another telling cross 
being headed thankfully 
behind by Tonks. Eliker 
allowed heart to rule head in 
the 88th minute when he 
fired wildy over the top.
